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Vaccination skeptics need an info injection 


H ealth Minister Rona Ambrose 
said it best: “Vaccinations are 
frankly miracles of modem medicine.” 

That said, it’s time the worst of 
the vaccination skeptics got off the 
Internet, stopped reading junk science 
and schooled up. Either that, or keep 
themselves and their children — whose 
health they jeopardize with then 
arrogance — away from the rest of us 
if they’re showing signs of contagious 
or even deadly diseases, like measles, 
that North America conquered through 
vaccinations. 

Robust public health and disease 


prevention depends as much on the 
bedrock science on which it rests, as on 
public education that maintains those 
breakthroughs for future generations. 

Smoking, HIV/ AIDS, childhood 
diseases, the flu. In each, science gave us 
the silver bullet to understand the issues, 
and public health education the muscle 
to extend those lessons into time. 

With that in mind, there have been 
few teachable moments on the merits 
of inoculations better than the debate 
now raging in North America, triggered 
by minor measles outbreaks on both 
sides of the border. 

The most telling illustration sprang, 


ironically, from the Disneyland theme 
park in southern California, which bills 
itself as “the happiest place on Earth.” 
Dozens of lab-confirmed cases of 
measles have been traced to the resort, 
a global tourism destination. If there's 
an unvaccinated child or adult with a 
contagious disease at Disney, it’s an 
uncomfortably small world, after all. 

No one likes getting shots. They don’t 
always work, and there can be adverse 

Some people simply overlook them. 
That’s forgetfulness, easily fixed. 

Others oppose them for religious 
reasons. That’s tougher. 


But also out there are skeptics who 
insist they know better than the scientists. 
Some cling to discredited research 
linking shots and autism; others, to 
conspiracy theories about Big Pharma. 
There's no telling them they’re wrong, but 
we can say why they’re not right. 

Information compiled by the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention puts the issue in stark 
perspective: About one or two children 
out of every 1,000 infected with measles 
will die. But the measles vaccine is 
more than 90% effective. 

Enough said.

But when you have $7 billion 
in assets, it's no big deal, munic¬ 
ipal leaders say. 

Credit rating agency Standard 
and Poor's recently gave Niagara 
Region a AA rating for its level of 
debt, which at the end of 2013 
stood at $228 million. 

It’s not a huge amount, said 
corporate services commis¬ 
sioner Mo Lewis. 

“We have $7 billion worth of 
assets," he said. “So that $228 
million... in relation to a value 
in assets of $7 billion, is showing 
we are pretty responsible with 
our debt” 

Lewis said the rating was 
based on 2013 financials pro¬ 
vided to Standard and Poor’s, 
because those fiom 2014 are still 
bemgworkedon. 

Lewis said the “solid" rat¬ 
ing allows the region to borrow 
money at a lower mterest rate. 

During recent budget pres¬ 
entations, it was noted Niaga¬ 
ra's debt at the end of 2014 stood 
at $263 million, with unissued 
debt totalling another $152 mil¬ 
lion. 

Unissued debt is that which 
ts approved by regtonal counctl 
but has not yet been borrowed 
to pay for mfrastructure projects, 
such as new Niagara Regional 
Police headquarters in Niagara 
Falls and construction of a Bur- 
goyne Bridge replacement in St 
Catharines. 

Lewis said he doubts the 


addition of that debt to the out¬ 
standing debt would affect the 
Region's credit rating, since the 
spending of that money would 
mean the value of the region's 
assets has increased too. 

Regional chairman Alan Cas- 
lin and chief administrative 
officer Harry Schlange touted 
the AA rating in a news release. 

“The affirmation of our AA 
credit rating is welcome news 
for Niagara Region," Caslin said. 

nomic prosperity and we have 
put measures in place to aggres¬ 
sively advance that goal for Nia¬ 
gara's future. This rating sends 
a strong message to investors, 
businesses and residents that 
Niagara is ready and able to 
deliver on our commitments." 

The release said highlights of 
the Standard and Poor's report 
point to some challenges fac¬ 
ing Niagara, indudingaweaker 
labour market, slow recovery 
in manufacturing and modest 
population growth, which will 
constrain the region's finandal 
flexibility compared with that of 
other munidpalities. 

“This rating continues to 
demonstrate the importance 
of regional council and staff 
working together to manage 
our business plans and budget,” 
Schlange said. 

“We are well-positioned to 
invest in the programs and serv¬ 
ices required to build a more 
prosperous Niagara, while stay¬ 
ing within the guidelines of our 
taxpayer affordability strategy, 
as a result of our sound finandal 
management practices.”

GO challenges won't stop advocates

While Hamilton has been told there is no 
approved provincial funding for GO train 
expansion from its new James St station to 
Stoney Creek, Niagara officials are not tak¬ 
ing that as a worrying sign for their efforts to 
lure year-round service to the region. 

"We don't see challenges or concerns as 
reasons to stop, we see them as reasons to 
be more creative," said Niagara Falls Mayor 
Jim Diodati. 

"We will not stop until we are successful." 

According to a Hamilton Spectator article, 
the city's transit director said he's learned it 
will cost $150 million to extend commuter 
rail service beyond James St. to the edge of 
Stoney Creek. A Metrolinx spokesperson 
also warned there is no approved funding 
for GO expansion beyond James St 

issues in other parts of Ontario, stakeholders 
in the Golden Horseshoe are more focused 
on what they can do to convince the prov¬ 
ince that bringing regular service to Niagara 
would be the "biggest single contributor to 
the economic recovery" of the region. 

"We've brought in die services of a high- 
level consultant at the region who is very 
experienced in these types of situations, 
who is experienced in finding rail solutions," 
said Diodati. "We've already come up with 
a strategy... a way to bring the GO train to 
Niagara Falls sooner rather than later!’ 


Diodati said the “creative" strategy has 
been shared with the premier's office, but 
he's not prepared to share it with the pub- 

"It's very doable, very affordable. It would 
require much less financial investment than 
originally thought" 

Diodati said he has regular discussions 
with the premier's office — as recently as 
this week — on a number of issues, GO 
being one of them. 

Niagara Region Chair Alan Caslin said 
expanded GO service to Grimsby, St. 
Catharines and Niagara Falls is his council's 


top priority. 

"We have been working with the Seaway, 
CN rail, Metrolinx and GO Transit," he said. 


Caslin said when regional and munici¬ 
pal officials met with the premier's office in 
October, they were given "specific instruc¬ 
tions" on how to move their request for- 


"We're hopeful of meeting with the pre¬ 
mier's office during the first quarter of this 
year to present the work we've completed." 

He said Niagara is unified in its GO push. 
He pointed to a team, which includes sev¬ 
eral mayors and chief administrative offic¬ 
ers from across Niagara, that meets every 
two weeks, "if not more," to discuss its
